Exposed <i> a Galling Fire •'• 


••During "this time the troops were 


scattered, crouching under hastily con- 
atructed_ stone shelters, exposed to a 
galling shell and rifle fire. However we 
maintained the most excellent spirits. 
On the 27th, Gen. Barton with two 
batallions of the Sixth brigade and the 
Dublin fusileers 'ascended the precipit- 
ous cliff five hundred feet, assaulted and 
carried'the top of Pieter's hill, turning 
the enemy's left. 


"The Fourth brigade under Gen«ral 


"Warren, assaulted the enemy's main 
position, which was magnificently car- 
ried about sunset. We took sixty pris- 
oners and . scattered -the enemy in all 
directions. . •••

Itoer Fire Too Hot 


Cplenso, Feb. 28 — In the attempt of 


the Innislcillings to rush the Boer posi 
tion on Pieters Hill, the Boer fire was 
so terrible, when the infantry emerged 
from the cover of the trees, that almost 
every man in the leading half of the 
company fell wounded. 


The advance line ot the British reached 


a dopg.i in front of the first Boer trench, 


which was not apparent until they were 
actually in it. 


The Boers retired to the crest and 


then returned on either flank of the In- 
niskillinge, enflading the captured donga 
with a terrible crossfire. 


Finding it impossible to advance or 


to hold the position, the British fell 
back and entrenched themselves half 
way up the hill. The Boers maintained 
a heavy fire. 


Second Attack Falls 


In the course of the night the Dublin 


Fusiliers and the Connaughts arriving 
to support the Iriniskillings, another 
determined attempt was made to take 
the Boer positions, also failed. A. heavy 
fire continued throughout the night. 


The Inniskillings lost fourteen out of 


seventeen officers killed and wounded, 
and about 250 noncommissioned officers 
and men killed and wounded.

The surrender of 
General Oronje 


does not mean a crushing blow to the 
Boers—far from it. The campaign has 
only in reality commenced, and before 
the British can be said to have achieved 
the success aimed for. many serious bat- 
tles must be fought, the next one'prob- 
ably at Bloemfontein. the capital of the 
Free State. 


When Cronje left Magersfontain on 


the banks ot the Modder river, it was 
because it became apparent co the Boer j 
general that the British would have him 
in a trap unless he could save his heavy 
guns and effect a retreat toward Bioem- 
fontein. It now appears that he did not 
take his entire army with him in his 
flight to Paardeberg, but rather had di- 
vided his forces so chat a sufficient num 
ber should accompany the guns. 


Cl-OM.je Saved His Cannon. 


General French in his march from 


Kimberley did not intercept or find any 
trace whatever ot the guns that the Boers 
removed from Magirsfontein, so that it 
is now supposed that Cronje has suc- 
cessfully avoided the loss of his .cannon 
to the. British and the more mobile part 
ot his original force has succeeded in 
taking up its stand with the heavy 
•guns. 


It is not yet known where the Boer 


guns hove been taken. At all' events, 
so far they are safe, and sooner or later 
they will be brought to bear against the 
British forces either at Bloemfcntein or 
some part within the Transvaal. 


Hoer ]*Ians Weil Laid 


It is now significant that when the 


brave and determined Boer commander 
was hemmed in by Roberts' forces at the 
Modder river and whsn it became known 
to him that General French was demon- 
strating toward Kimberley, he quietly 
removed his heavy cannon from the 
trenches at Magersfontein and 
sent 


them under a strong guard into the 
Free State cr the Transvaal, 
The fact 


that fewer that 4,000 Boers have earren- 
dered 'to General Roberts, shows that 
the Boer plans were well laid and that 
they anticipated a battle and possibly a 
defeat or surrender before the struggle 
at Blootn.oatein. 


guvett Gun** and Half 111* Army 


The object o'f such a move .by Oronje 


is apparent. Had he been caught at 
Modder river and ultimately forced to 
surrender he would have lost about 9,000 
men, 
but by dividing his forces add 


making a retreat tefore Roberts army, 
no definite knowledge was hud as to the 
number of men he had with . him until 
the capitulation of Paafdetwrg 
drift. 


Meanwhile his greater and more mobile 
force had successfully escaped, carrying 
the heavy guns that had been so disas- 
trous to the British advance. 


Cronje could well afford to give battle 


to the British in order to delay their ad- 
vance further into the Free State and to 
enable Boar reinforcements to come up 
and occupy Bloemfontein prpparatory to 
making the stand there.

Ruling Made By Wisconsin Supreme 


Bench in Milwaukee Street' Rail- 
way Contempt Cases—City Govern- 
ment 
id Held to Have Legislative 


Power. 


Mudison, Wis., Feb. 28—Mayor Rose, 


City Clprk Schuengel, and the twenty- 
three aldermen who violated the injunc- 
tion of the Superior court of Milwaukee 
county by passing the street railway 
ordinance will not be punished for con- 
tempt. 


The Supreme court yesterday 
after- 


noon-decided that a court of equity has 
no power to interfere with the acts of a 
common council, which is a legislative 
body, and tbiit because ot this lack of 
power the mayor and other city officials 
of Milwaukee were no.t in contempt o£ 
court when they voted on1 the ordinance 
in defiance to an order of'the court. 


The decision of the court written by 


Judge Cnssoday is based wholly on the 
question of jurisdiction and the court 
reviews fully the power of courts of 
equity in such cases. At the same time 
it decides a number ot important ques- 
tions. The most important one to the 
people is that respecting the right of a 
municipality to sell franchises for street 
railways. 


Right to Sell FranclilM*. 


On this point* the court says: 
"The 


theory ot the complaint is that corpor- 
ate rights and franchises are owned by 
the city and were held in trust for its 
citizens and taxpayers and the public; 
and that the same were the subject of 
barter and sale to the highest bidder. 
Such corporate rights and franchises in 
this country are special privileges con- 
ferred by the sovereign power of the 
State or nation and do not belong to the 
citizens of the State or country by 
common right, 


At common law such corporate rights 


and franchises are incapable of being 
seized and sold on execution. They are 
granted to n. corporation or individuals 
for some specific purpose. They are 
consequently essential to the purpose 
and hence cannot be separated from it 
without restoring the grant. Of course 
such grant can be made upon condition 
or with any other restriction or limita- 
tion. 
Such corporate rights and fran- 


chises can only be sold, assigned or 
transferred when and as authorized by 
statute."

The court also decides that a taxpayer 


is not the proper party to bring a s'uit 
for the setting aside of the ordinance, 
but it d:es pass on the right of an abut- 
ting property-owner.

tion at issue in the case of H. A.

the street railway company prohibiting 
it from accepting the ordinance.

company is likely to sustain defeat in 
its efforts to secure possession of the 
island, an effort 
which has up to the 


present time resulted in the expenditure 
of thousands of dollars. 


The whole property involved is valued 


at about SI .000,000.

"Washington "Rumors JJeclaro .Iiulge of 


Suprem« Court Will Resigit 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 28—A Washing- 


ton dispatch to the Globe-Democrat 
says: There were rumore at the White 
House today to the effect that Justice 
Gray is likely to retire from the United 
States Supreme court bench, and that 
the president will have an opportunity 
to fill a vacant seat in the highest 
tribunal from his cabinet, as he did 
when Justice McKenna was appointed 
in 1897. 


Justices of the supreme court of the 


United. States are privileged to resign 
upon reaching the age ot 70, with full 
pay for life. 
Justice' Gray will be 72 


years of age on March 24, and has 
served since his appointment by Presi- 
dent Arthur, on Dec. 19, 1881. 
Justice 


Gray is five years older than either the 
Chief Justice or Justice Harlan, and 
from seven to seventeen years older than 
hit- other associates. The duties of the 
office being arduous and exacting for a 
man of his age, there will be no surprise 
at the White House, it is ssid. if his 
resignation is sent to the president 
within the next few days. 


In this event it is agreed that the 


name uf the present attorney general 
will be sent to the senate for confirma- 
tion as his successor. 
Mr. Griggs will 


be 51 years of age on July 10. and 
has 


seryed in the cabinet for a 'little more 
than a year, having been appointed to 
fill the place left vacant by the elevation 
of Justice McKenna to the supreme 
court bench.

PRESS "OFFICIAL" REPORT. 


This Communication Alleges That the 


American Troops Sustained a Se- 
vere

Filipinos Have Never Been Con- 
quered and Never Will Be. 


• Paris, Feb. 28—-Senor Agoncillo, the 
Filipinos' European representative, pub 
lished in all- the French papers today 
an "official telegram," announcing that 
the American column has been complete- 
ly routed hear Santo Tomas, Bantangas, 
by the Filipino column under Gen. Mal- 
var. The Filipinos, it was declared had 
taken forty prisoners, including the 
American 'commander and several offic- 
ers, besides capturing 100 horees, many 
guns and all the Americans' provision's 
and ammunition. 


The dispatch goes on to say that the 


army of the Filipinos "ig more and 
more animated daily by the spirit of 
independence and by a resolution to 
continue the fight to the bitter end. It 
may be said that the war is only begun, 
since Aguinaldo has broken up his army 
to wage guerrilla warfare—a course 
which already has produced the most 
favorable results." 
" 


Source of His Report a Seurnt. 


Senor Agoncillo, when questioned as 


to the source of his information, said: 
"I never get much out of a piece of news 
that has not been exact or that has not 
since been confirmed. This information 
comes from a reliable source, which, it 
is possible, ia ntither known nor sus 
pected. I cannot toll when it came or 
whence it emanates, but I guarantee its 
entire trustworthiness for it has been 
thorougnly verified. 


"The Filipinos have nev;er been con- 


quered, and they never will be. 
They 


have 60,000 fighting men, ammunition 
is not wanting and guerilla warfare if 
things takfe that final turn, can be con- 
tinued for centuries. The advantages 
are on our siee.

Both sides this 
morning claimed a victory and 
the 


actual outcome will not be known until 
the roll call is completed. 
This condi- 


tion of uncertainty is due to the ab- 
sence from Washington of several repub- 
licans. It is certain that a solid de"ino- 
cratic vote would defeat the bill but the 
republican.8 are counting on as high as 
five votes from the other Jside which 
would insure its passage. 


Soon after the house convened an 


amendment reducing the duty to fifteen 
per "en t;was offered and adopted. 
The

It Is'-ltepubllra'n Policy 


Washington, Feb. 28—This afternoon, 


at 3 o'clock the house will vote on the 
Porto Bico bill, and the fate of that 
measure is still in doubt, with a proba- 
bility that it will pass by the slender 
majority of from six to ten votes. 


Not for years has such keen interest 


been taken throughout the country in a 
vote in the lower house. 
This is so 


because the result is in doubt, and also 
so because there is now a general recog- 
nition of the fact that the fate of this 
bill is to decide the future policy of the 
republican party and define the chief 
issue cf the presidential campaign. 


If the bill passes, as now seems proba- 


ble. it will pass because a real or imagin- 
ary political-exigency has made it nec- 
essary for the administration to throw 
the weight ot its influence in support of 
the republican leaders of the house. 


This the president and the members 


of his cabinet have done, not because 
they admit they were wrong in their 
original recommendaticn of free trade 
with Porto Rico, but because the con- 
stitutional power of the government iia; 
been questioned by the Democratic op- 
position and because it might be fatal to 
the whole program of expansion to meet 
with a defeat whieb the country would 
construe as a denial of the power of the 
nation to hold colonies. 


This is the real question involved in 


the struggle over Porto Rico and the 
president agrees with the republican 
leaders of the house that it is of infinite- 
ly more importance than anything else 
at the present moment.

The 
road was built, but sold under a mort- 
gage and other judgments, so that the 
stock became valueless, and went with 
the road under th'e hammer. By delays 
and contests in avoiding the contract tor 
stock the city finally had to pay a much 
greater sum. Interest and other costs 
increased the obligation until now more 
than $300,000 has been used in paying 
this debt.

the opening of the annual convention 
of the superintendence department ot 
the National Educational association. 
Except at meetings of the association 
itself, there 'was probably never before 
such a large and influential body of 
educators assembled in this country. 


The convention was called to order 


by the president, Augustus S. Down- 
ing of New York. Bishop Samuel Fal- 
lows offered prayer, and then Dr. How- 
ard S. Taylor made an address of wel- 
come in the name of the city. 
In the 


course of his-remarks he advocated the 
application of civil service rules to pub- 
lic school teachers and in referring to 
institutions devoted . to higher educa- 
tion, probably with the University of 
Chicago in..mind, he said: 


"When we see institutions of learn- 


ing endowed—munificently endowed— 
from the spoils of corporate plunder, 
and taking their 
inspirations 
from 


these treasuries, w& cannot but wish 
the state would erect its own broad 
university 
and in the professional 


chairs would place men who cannot be 
bought or. sold or influenced by the 
wishes of those in whose hands-is the 
wealth by-which their institutions are 
supported." 


After Superintendent E. B. Andrews 


had made an address of welcome on 
behalf of the board of education, in 
which he paid a tribute to B. R. Boyer, 
the paper of the morning was read by 
Prof. Nicholas Murray Butler of Co- 
lumbia university, his subject 
being. 


"The Status of Education at the Close 
o£ the Nineteenth Ce'itury." 
In the 


course of his address Prof. Butler said: 


"The nineteenth century is pre-em- 


inently the period of individual liberty 
—political, reljgious, intellectual, in- 
dustrial; and its manifold 
triumphs 


and achievements are due to the large 
opportunities which have been granted 
to individual initiative and to individ- 
ual expression; 
The greatness; the 


shortcomings and the contradictions 
of the nineteenth century are alike due 
to this. 


"Every conception of this nineteenth 


century, educat: mil as well as other, 
has been cros*" ertilizod by the do<> 
trine of evolution.
